MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW 

and 
RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  sold  lower 
for  the  first  time  in  six  weeks.     Steers  were 
mainly  25-750  lower,   the  only  exception  to 
lower  prices  was  Prime  steers  in  Chicago  sell- 
ing steady  to  250  higher.     Slaughter  heifers 
were   steady  to  500  lower,   extremes  $1.00  lower 
on  Standard  and  Good.     Cows  were  25-500  lower 
and  feeders  mostly  steady  to  500  lower.  Barrows 
and  gilts  sold  5O0-$1.OO  higher.     Sows  were 
steady  to  500  higher,   but  steady  to  500  lower 
at  Chicago  and  250  lower  at  St.  Louis.  Slaugh- 
ter lambs  were  steady  to  500  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  sold  lower  at  midwest 
markets  following  a  steady  to  higher  trend  for 
the  past  five  weeks.     Lower  dressed  beef  prices 
more  than  offset  any  bullish  influence  that  may 
have  developed  from  a  small  decrease  in  the 
salable  supply.     The  current  slaughter  holidays 
also  restricted  demand.     Slaughter  steers  were 
25-750  lower  at  most  markets  with  kinds  grading 
low-Choice     and  below  under  most  downward  pres- 
sure.    The  only  exception  of  consequence  was  a 
steady  to  250  higher  market  for  Prime  steers 
in  Chicago.     Accordingly  the  spread  in  steer 
prices  became  the  widest  since  last  April.  Last 
summer  the  spread  in  steer  prices  was  the 
narrowest  in  15  years.     Heifer3  were  mainly 
steady  to  500  lower,  extremes  $1.00  lower.  Cow 
prices  sagged  mostly  25-500.     Bulls  sold  steady 
to  $1.00  higher  and  reached  the  highest  level 
since  last  April.     Vealers  sold  steady  to  $2.00 
lower  at  the  two  major  vealer  markets.     One  of 
the  features  of  the  pre-Christmas  week  trade 
was  the  fact  that  the   supply  of   slaughter 
steers  Monday  in  Sioux  City  was  the  largest  for 
any  day  of  record  at  that  market.

Chicago,   Choice  steers  bulked   at  $24.50-26.00, 
high-Choice  and  Prime  reaching  $27.00  with  a 
load  Prime  1,097#  weights  $27.10  in  St.  Joseph. 
Chicago,   six  loads  Prime  1150-14 00#  steers 
$28.00,  highest  of  the  month  and  bulk  high- 
Choice   and  Prime  $26.50-27.50  with  quite  a  few 
loads  to  $27.75  including  Prime  1488# .     Good 
steers  $22.00-24.75. 

Slaughter  heifers:     Loadlots  mixed  Choice 
and  Prime  heifers  sold  up  to  $26.00,     Choice 
largely  $23.75-25.00  although  numerous  loads 
$25.25-25.75  in  Chicago.     Most  Good  heifers 
$21.50-24.00. 

Slaughter  cows:     Most  Utility  and  Commer- 
cial cows  $13.50-16.50,     Canner  and  Cutter 
mostly  $11.50-14.50. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Seasonally 
moderated   supplies  of  feeder  cattle  and   calves 
at  terminal  markets  found   slow  outlet  at  prices 
unevenly  steady  to  500  lower.     At  Sioux  City  a 
decline  of  500  to  $1.00  was  registered.     Severe 


winter  weather  over  much  of  the  midwest  with 
accompanying  bad  road  conditions, and  additional 
difficulties  in  handling  livestock  once  they 
reached  farm  or  feedlot,  did  much  to  curtail  de- 
mand.    Preparations  for  the     upcoming  year-end 
holidays  also  kept  some  buyers  away  from  market 
centers.     Added  to  these  temporary  restraints  on 
demand  was  the  bearish  factor  of  a  material  down- 
turn in  slaughter  cattle  prices.     Although  most 
all  grades  and  weights  were  noticeably  slower, 
feeder  buyers  provided  a  rather  reliable  outlet 
for  moderate  numbers  of  fleshy  two-way  steers 
weighing  over  90C#. 

Feeder  steers:       Choice  and  Fancy  828# 
brought  $25.00j     Good  and  Choice  8O0-1050# 
$21.50-24.50,     majority  $22.00-24.00.     Loadlots 
Choice,  partly  fattened,   1000-1050#  were  noted 
from  $23.00-23.35  but  at  Chicago  four  loads 
Choice  1048#  reached  $24.25.     Choice  658# 
brought  $26.25  and   several  loads  Choice  550- 
575#   short  yearlings  $28.00-29.50.     Bulk  Good 
and  Choice     550-750#  cashed  from  $23.00-26.00; 
Medium  and  Good   $19.00-23.50. 

Feeder  heifers:     The  few  Good  and  Choice 
yearling  heifers  marketed  sold  chiefly  from 
$21.00-24.25. 

Feeder  calves:     Loadlotsr Choice  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Fancy  steers  brought  $28.00-33.00, 
load  480#   included   at  $32.00.     Good   and  mixed 
Good  and  Choice   steers  ranged  $24. 00-29. 00. Good 
and  Choice  heifers  bulked  $22.50-28.00;     load 
Choice  365#  $29.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Generally  good 
shipper  outlet  set  the  buying  pace  that  influ- 
enced a  5O0-$1.OO  price  advance  on  barrows  and 
gilts.     Demand  centered  on  butchers  weighing 
190-250#  and  these  weights  showed  the  largest 
price  advance.     This  was  the  third  consecutive 
week  of  higher  barrow     and  gilt  prices.     Sow 
prices  were  steady  to  500  higher,   excluding  St. 
Louis  and  Chicago  which  were   steady  to  500 
lower.     Sows  at  the  eight  markets  combined  were 
estimated  at  10     percent  of  the  receipts.     The 
average  weight  of  barrows  and  gilts  was     229# 
or  about  the  same  as  the     previous  week*     Re- 
ceipts at  the  twelve  markets  were     5     percent 
smaller  than  the  preceding  week  and  almost  10 
percent  more  than  the  pre-Christmas  week  a  year 
ago. 

Barrows  and  gilts:     U.   S.  1-3,   180-250# 
closed  at  $17.00-18.00  and  to  $18.25  in  Chicago. 
No.   1-2,   180-24C#  ranged  from  $37.50-18.25.  A 
limited  volume  of  No.   1-2,   190-225?  offerings 
sold  up  to  $18.50  at  Chicago  and   Indianapolis. 

Sows:     No.  1-3,   250-400#  $14.00-15.25,   and 
to  $16.00  at  the  close  in  Indianapolis.     Bulk

Average  cut-out.  value  advantage  of  U.   S.No. 
1  over  No.   3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows  and 
gilts  was  $1.00  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
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carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
December  IF  to  December  22,   1961  inclusive. 

Feeder  pigs:     At  Sioux  City  Good   and  Choice 
feeders  were   25-750  off  at  $15.00-16.25;     at 
South  St.   Paul  strong   to  250  higher  at    §15.50- 
16.25. 

Hogs  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern     Minnesota 
area  receipts  at  338,000  head  were  2  percent 
smaller  than  in  ths  preceding  week  and  3  percent 
larger  than  last  year.     Barrows  and  gilts  200- 
240/  made  up  the  bulk  of  supplies  while  sows 
comprised   around  8  percent  of  receipts.     Prices 
for  butchers  advanced  35-600,     mostly  45-550, 
and   sows  were  mainly  250  up. 

On  Friday  most  U.   S.  No.  1-3,   200-240/ 
-arrows  and  gilts  brought  $16. 50-17. 10  with 
moderate   showing  No.   1-2  $17.00-17.50.     U.  S. 
1-3  270-400'  sows  §13.75-15.25;     400-550,? 
$12.15-14.15. 

Kogs  -  Interior  Illinois  -  Receipts  of 
98,600  head  were  12  percent  under  the  previous 
week  but  8  percent   above   a  year  ago.     Trading 
was  active  with  demand  generally  good.     Barrows 
and  gilts  under  240/  were  fully  500  higher  and 
heavier  weights  25-500  higher.      Sows  were 
steady  to  250  higher.

Wooled  slaughter  lambs  comprised 
around  70-80  percent  of  the  moderately  large 
pre-holiday  slaughter  lamb  supply;     feeders  ac- 
counted for  P-20  percent   of  receipts  at  most 
points  but  reached  30  percent  at  Denver.     Price 
downturns  posted  on  dressed  lamb  in  recent 
weeks  proved   a  major  factor  in  declining  live 
prices.     Some  price  recovery  on  late  sessions 
offset  part  of  earlier  losses  and  most,  slaughter 
lambs  finished  the  week  steady  to  500  lower. 
Slaughter  ewes  were   steady  to  250  higher.     Feed- 
er lambs  were  steady  to  500  lower  with  the  most 
downturn  at  St.  Paul,     St.  Joseph  and  Omaha.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  carcass  prices 
were   steady  to  50/  lower,    the   downturns  recorded 
on  most   sales  at  New  York  and  Philadelphia;   cow 
beef   steady  to  $1.00  up.     Veal  prices  were 
uneven  as  upturns  of  $2.00-4.00  were  made  at 
New  York,   $1.00  at  Washington  and  at  Philadelphia 
prices  weak  to  $2.00  lower,   Baltimore   steady. 
Damb  ranged  from  steady  to  $4.00  lower,   major 
portion  $1.00  off.     Pork  loins  were   steady  to 
$1.00  lower,    except  at  Philadelphia  where   the 
trend  was  $1.00-2.00  higher.     Boston  butts   sold 
$3.00-7.00  higher;   fresh  skinned  hams  steady  to 
$3.00  up;    spareribs  steady  to  $1.00  higher. 

Prices  were   steady  for  Choice  and  Prime 
kosher  dressed  steer  forequarters  at  New  York; 
kosher  veal  and  calf  sold  $1.00-2.00.  higher; 
lamb  weak  to  mostly  $1.00  lower. 

During  the  pre-Christmas  week  supplies  of 
fresh  meats  were  below  normal.     However,   at  New 
York  lamb  supplies  were  normal  and  trading  slow 
on  all  sessions.     In  the   steer  beef  division  de- 
mand was  good  with  buyers  particularly  aggressive 
for  loins  and  ribs.     Outlet  was  poor  for  steer 
arm  chucks  at  all  points  along  the  Eastern  Sea- 
board.     Cow  beef,   veal   and  calf  cleared  fairly 
well   in  an  active   trade.      Retailer  demand  was 
fair  for  lamb   cuts,   but  outlet  was  poor  for  car- 
casses at  New  York.     Most  pork  moved  readily, 
however,   at  the  close  loins  were   slow  at  New 
York  and  Baltimore.     A  small  volume  of   steer 
beef  went  unsold  in  most  areas  and  some  lamb  and 
pork  loins  were  carried  at  New  York. 

CHICAGO  -  Carcass   steer  and  heifer  beef   sold

lower,    spareribs  3#  down  50/  higher. 

The  beef   supply  was  normal,   with  more  Good 
grade  offered  than  recently.     Lamb,   pork  loins 
and  spareribs   appeared  in  normal  volume,   veal 
small.      Small    supplies  of  Boston  butts  on  early 
sessions  increased  to  moderate  after  midweek. 

Wholesale  carcass  beef  trade  was   slow.     De- 
mand was  poor  for  rounds  and  arm  and  squarecut 
chucks  for  immediate  use,   however,   moderate  de- 
mand prevailed  for  delivery  after  Christmas  and 
these   sold  above  current  prices.     Ribs  and  loins 
reached  highest  levels  in  quite   some   time,    as 
all   segments  of  the   trade  were   aggressive.     Veal 
prices  advanced  on   the  basis  of  a  small    supply 
as  demand  was   only  moderate.      Lamb   sold  lower 
for  the  third  consecutive  week  in  a   slow  trade. 
Hindsaddles,    legs  and  loins  usually  enjoyed  good 
clearance  but  forequarter  meat  was   slow.     Trad- 


ing was  brisk  for  Boston  butts  through  Wednes- 
day but  closed  slow.  Demand  was  only  moderate 
for  pork  loins  and  spareribs. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Carcass,  steer  and  heifer 
beef   sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher.      Cow  beef 
was   steady  in  California,    strong  to  $1.00 
higher  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.     Calf,    veal 
and  lamb  prices  held  steady.     Fresh  pork 
steady  in  Southern  California  and  strong  to 
$2.00  higher  in  San  Francisco.     Loins  were 
firm  to  $3.00  higher  in  Portland  and  Seattle, 
fresh   skinned  hams  weak  to  $1.00  lower  and 
other  cuts  steady.      Cured  pork  sold  steady 
except   smoked  hams  were   strong  to  $1.00  higher 
in  Northern  California. 

Carcass   steer  and  heifer  beef   trade  was 
rather  slow  as  demand  narrowed  during  the  pre- 
holiday  trade.      Supplies  of  cow  beef  accumu- 
lated and  demand  was  poor  in  California  but 
moderate  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.     A  moderate 
outlet  developed  for  liberal  offerings  of 
lamb.     Pork  trading  was  moderately  active. 

CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

CHICAGO,   DENVER,    OMAHA,   NEW  YORK  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  sold  very 
slow  in  a  sluggish  pre-holiday  trade.     Demand 
was  only  fair  all  week  and  prices  declined 
sharply  early.      Slaughterers  at   the  major  meat 
packing  centers  resisted  the   sharp  downturn 
and  by  midweek  some  of  the  early  decline  was 
recovered. 

The   trend  on   steer  beef  was  mostly  50/- 
$1.00  lower.     Heifer  beef   sold   steady  to  $1.00 
lower  with  the  most  decline  on  Good  grade. 
Cow  beef   sold  in  an  uneven  trade  at  mostly 
steady  to  50/  lower  prices  with  the  most  de- 
cline on  Utility  grade.     At  Philadelphia 
prices  were   strong  to  50/  higher.      Clearance 
was  incomplete  on   steer  and  heifer  beef. 

Carcase  lamb  supplies  were  normal  and 
trading  was  extremely  elow  and  with  demand 
poor,  prices  were  $1.00-2.00  lower,  mostly 
$1.00  lower.      Clearance  was  near  complete. 

Pork  supplies  were  about  normal  for  the 
week  and  sold  in  a  moderately  active  trade 
with  pork  butts  finding  the  poorest  outlet. 
Pork  loins  were  unevenly  steady  to  $2.00  higher 
on  12-16#  weights,   while   some  12=*  and  under 
sold  steady  to  50/  lower  at  Omaha.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Supplies  of  greasy  domestic  worsted 
wools  were  small  in  the  Boston  market.  A 
couple  cars  of  medium  grade  fleece  wools  were 
sold  at  firm  prices. 

Trade  in  woolen  wools  and  noils  was  slow 
at  about  steady  rates.  A  substantial  weight 
of  greasy  domestic  pulled  wools  sold  this  week 
for  combing  use. 

At  a  sealed  bid  sale  in  Wyoming,  approxi- 
mately 200,000  pounds  of  original  bag  terri- 
tory wools  sold  while  small  odd  lots  of  fall 
wools  were  moved  in  Texas.  Trade  was  very 
limited  in  the  fleece  wool  States,  Offerings 
were  small  in  all  the  primary  areas. 

According  to  midweek  cables  all  foreign 
wool  markets  were  closed  for  the  year-end 
holidays.  Australia  closed  weak  with  the  de- 
mand furnished  by  the  Continent,  Japan,  Poland 
and  the  United  States.  General  competition 
prevailed  at  the  close  in  New  Zealand.  In 
South  Africa  short  wools  closed  very  strong  as 
offerings  were  scarce,  while  combing  wools  were 
plentiful  and  quotations  about  steady  with 
United  States,  France  and  Italy  dominating  in 
the  trade.  In  South  America,  the  Argentine 
market  was  very  slow  with  occasional  sales  out 
of  Montevideo  at  steady  rates. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  56/58s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  fleece  wool  brought  around 
$1.07  while  graded  50/54s  staple  and  good 
French  moved  at  $1.05  clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  Original  bag  bulk  fine, 
good  French  combing  and  staple  territory  wool 
sold  at  sealed  bid  sale  in  Casper,  Wyoming  at 
an  estimated  clean  price  of  $1.20-1.25  de- 
livered East. 

Texas  Wools  -  Fall  wool  sold  in  Texas  at 
an  estimated  scoured  price  around  ,98-$1.02, 
delivered  East. 

Mohair  -  A  car  or  two  of  adult  mohair 
sold  in  Texas  in  a  range  of  78-800  to  the 
warehouse. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Spot  foreign  wools  were 
slow  to  move.  A  fair  volume  of  greasy  Cape 
type  47,  a  good  topmaking  12  months  64/70s 
sold  for  shipment  around  $1.27  clean  basis, 
duty  paid  while  super  skirted  Montevideo  60s 
brought  around  $1.18,  60/58s  at  $1.16  and 
58/56s  about  $1.13  clean  basis,  duty  paid  for 
shipment.  Cabled  reports  at  week's  end  follow 
with  combing  wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S. 
oil-combed  yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring 
yields,  in  bond.

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PIG  CROP  REPORT   -  DECEMBER  1961 

The  1961  pig   crop  totaled   93.2  million  head,   an  increase  of  5  percent  from  last  year, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     The   spring  pig  crop  of  50.5  million  head  was  7  percent 
larger  than  the  1960  spring  crop  of  47.3  million  head.     The  fall  pig  crop  of  42.7  million  head 
was  4   percent  larger  than  the   1960  crop  of  41.1  million  head.     The   increased  number  of  spring 
pigs  resulted  from  a  4  percent  increase  in  the  number  of  sows  farrowing  combined  with  a  3  percent 
increase   in  pigs  saved   per  litter.     The  average  of  7.18  pigs  per  litter  was  the  highest  of  record. 
The  increased  number  of  fall  pigs  saved  resulted  from  2  percent  more   sows  farrowing  and  2  percent 
larger  litters. 

For  the  spring  of  1962,   reports  based   on  farmers*    intentions  indicate  7.3  million  sows  to 
farrow,   or  3  percent  more  than   the  7.0     million  sows  farrowed   in  the   spring  of  1961.     If  these 
intentions  materialize,   and  the  number  of  pigs  per  litter  equals  the  10-year  average  plus  an 
allowance  for  trend,   the  1962  spring  pig  crop  would  be  51.5  million  head — 2  percent  above  the 
1961  crop. 

This  report  is  based   on  a   survey  of  184,000  farm  and  ranch  operators.  These  returns  were 
obtained  largely  in  cooperation  with  the  Post  Office  Department  through  rural  mail  carriers. 

1961  FALL  PIG  CROP  UP  4  PERCENT!     The  number  of  pigs  saved  during  the  fall  of  1961   (June 
through  November;   is  estimated   at  42,709,000  head.     This  is  4  percent  more  than  the  1960  fall 
crop  and   15  percent  above  the   1950-59  fall  average.     Regionally,   the  North  Central  States  ac- 
counted for  all  of  the  increase  from  last  year.     The  East  North  Central  States  were  up  5  percent 
and  the  West  North  Central  States  were  up  6  percent.     Decreases  from  1960  were:      North  Atlantic 
States,   6  percent;     South  Central  States,   1  percent;     Western  States,   3  percent.     The  number  of 
pigs  saved  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  was  unchanged  from  1960. 

The  number  of  sow's  farrowing  in  the  fall  of  1961  is  estimated  at  5,968,000  head,  2  percent 
more  than  farrowed  in  the  fall  of  1960,   and  10  percent  above  average.     Fall  farrowings  were  1 
percentage  point  less  than  indicated  by  farmers 'intentions  reported   last  June.     Regional  fall 
farrowings  in  1961  as  a  percent   of  1960  and   intentions  reported  last  June  are   as  follows:   North 
Atlantic,   93  now  and  98  percent  last  June;     East.  North  Central,   103,  and  99;     West  North  Central, 
103  and   98;     South  Atlantic,   98  and  105;     South  Central,   98  and  101;     West,   96  and   97. 

Pigs  saved  per  litter  averaged  7.15  in  the  fall  of  1961,     compared  with  7.02  in  the  fall  of 
1960.     Litter  size  showed  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  in  all  regions. 

Compared  with  a  year  earlier,   farrowings  during  August  and  September  declined   slightly  while 
June,  July,  October  and  November  showed  small  increases.     Percentages  of  sows  farrowing  by  months 
during  the  fall  of  1961,     compared  with  1960  are  as  follows:     June,  15.9  and  15.0;     July,  15.1 
and  14.9;      August,   21.1  and  22.0;     September,   24.9  and  25.7;     October,   15.2  and  14.8;   and  No- 
vember,  7.8  and   7.6. 

1961  SPRING  PIG  CROP— UP  7  PERCENT:     The  1961  spring  pig  crop  is     estimated   at  50,464,000 
pigs,   7  percent  above  i960.     A  total  of  7,032,000  sows  farrowed  in  the   spring  of  1961,     compared 
with  6,790,000  during  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.     This  was  an  increase  of  4  percent.  Pigs 
saved  per  litter  averaged   7.18,      compared  with  6.96  in  the   spring  of  1960. 

ANNUAL  PIG  CROP  UP  5  PERCENT:     The  1961  spring  and  fall  pig  crops  combined  totaled 
93,173,000  head,     5  percent  more  than  the  88,387,000  head  in  1960.     For  the  ten-year  period 
(1950-1959)   the  average  pig  crop  totaled  91,698,000  head. 

1962  SPRING  INTENTIONS  UP  3  PERCENT:       Farmers'   reports  on  breeding  intentions  for  the 
spring  of  1962  indicate   7,268,000  sows  to  farrow  (December  1961  through  May  1962).     This  would 
be  3  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  7  percent  above  farrowings  of  the  spring  of  1960.     The 
North  Central  and   South  Atlantic  States  indicate  increases,  while  the  North  Atlantic,   South  Cen- 
tral and  Western  regions  plan  decreases  in  spring  farrowings.     By  regions,   changes  from  1961  are 
as  follows:     increases  are  West  North  Central,   5  percent;     South  Atlantic,  4  percent;     and  the 
Fast  North  Central,   2  percent.     Decreases  are  South  Central,      2  percent;     West,   5  percent;   and 
the  North  Atlantic,  6  percent. 

If  intentions  for  spring  farrowings  materialize  and  the  number  of  pigs  saved  per  litter 
equals  the   average  with  an  allowance  for  trend,   the  1962  spring  crop  would  be  2  percent  larger 
than  a  year  earlier. 

SELECTED  CORN  BELT  STATES  INCREASE  FARROWINGS  FOR  BOTH  FALL  AND  SPRING:     In  10  selected  Corn 
Belt  States,     1961  fall  litters  and  expected  1962  spring  farrowings  both  showed  small  percentage 
gains  from  a  year  earlier.     In  these  States  —  Ohio,   Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,     Minnesota, 
Iowa,  Missouri,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas--  the  number  of  sows  that  farrowed  during  the 
June  -  November,   1961  period  totaled  4,474,000,   an  increase  of  3  percent  over  1960.     Farmers' 
intentions  point  to  5,667,000  spring  litters  during  the  December  1961  -  May  1962  period,   a  gain 
of  4  percent  over  1961.     The  gains  in  farrowings  were  well  distributed  among  the  several  Corn 
Belt  States,  with  fall  farrowings  increased  in  8  of  the  10  States,  and  spring  farrowings  expected 
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to  be  up  in  9  States. 

Quarterly  farrowing  data  for  the  Corn  Belt  States  indicate  that  the  percentage  increases  in 
sow  farrowings  from  a  year  earlier  were  rather  uniform  throughout  the  year.     The  2,308,000 
farrowings  during  the  June-August  period  were  up  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier,  and  the  2,166,000 
farrowings  during  the  September-November  quarter  were  up  4  percent.     Expected  farrowings  for  the 
December-February  period  at  1,878,000  are  up  6  percent,  and  the  3,789,000  forecast  for  the  March- 
May  quarter  is  up  3  percent. 

HOGS  ON  FARMS  IN  10  STATES  UP  5  PERCENT:     The  number  of  all  hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  in  the  10 
selected  Corn  Belt  States  on  December  1,  1961  totaled  47,630,000,     up  5  percent  from  a  year 
earlier  but  2  percent  less  than  2  years  ago.     For  individual  States,  gains  from  a  year  earlier 
ranged  from  as  little  as  2  percent  in  Minnesota  and  Missouri  to  as  much  as  13  percent  in  Kansas. 

Age  classification  of  hogs  on  hand  showed  15,448,000  pigs  under  3  months,     15,407,000  hogs 
and  pigs  3  to  6  months  of  age,   and  16,775,000  hogs  over  6  months.     Increases  in  numbers  from  a 
year  earlier  were  4  percent  for  pigs  under  3  months,     5  percent  for  those  3  to  6  months,  and  7 
percent  for  hogs  6  months  old  and  over.
